Sado, an island off the coast of Japan, has long been famous for its gold and silver mines which have been worked from very early times. This 
manuscript covers in full detail the processes of gold, silver and copper ore refining, washing, smelting, melting into bricks, or bullion, then the refining 
and resmelting into coins including the striking, polishing, weighing and counting. These manuscripts arc quite rare. This one, done in a book form, may 
have been a prototype for an illustrated woodblock book, in color. The border lines (key block) are present, and full descriptive text of each process, 
chapter headings, and the table of contents are present. Full process of gold, silver, and nearly all of the copper processes are present. The art work 
reflects the fine lines of the 17th century, as does the clothing worn by the officials of the Shogun, who arc shown supervising all operations.
